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DETAILS ACTION 

1 . Claim 1 is generic and allowable. Accordingly, the restriction requirement as to 
the encompassed species is hereby withdrawn and claims 3 and 7-1 1 directed to 
nonelected species 1 B-C (see Office action dated 2/23/03) are no longer withdrawn 
from consideration since all of the claims to this species depend from or otherwise 
include each of the limitations of an allowed generic claim as required by 37 CFR 1.141.
